ELECTION OF SPECIES 

In the election of species requirement dated March 8, 2001, a response to which is 
initially due on Monday, April 9, 2001, Applicant was directed to elect a single species from 
among glycolic acid, lactic acid, malic acid, tartaric acid, citric acid, mandelic acid, azelaic 
acid, glyceric acid, tartronic acid, gluconic acid, benzylic acid, pyruvic acid, ethylpyruvate, 2- 
hydroxybutyric acid, salicylic acid, mineral acid, trichloroacetic acid and ascorbic acid. 
Accordingly, Applicant elects the species lactic acid for prosecution on the merits. Claims 
10-26, 31-44 are readable on this species. The Examiner has also indicated that claims 10-23, 
32-42 and 44 are generic- 
Applicant was further directed to elect a single species from among a pad, a cotton 
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ball and a cotton-tipped applicator. Accordingly, Applicant also elects the species of a pad 
for prosecution on the merits. Claims 1-33, 36-44 are readable on this species. The 
Examiner has further indicated that claims 1-32, 36-37, 39-40 and 43 are generic. 

Upon allowance of a generic claim, Applicant respectfully requests that claims to all 
non-elected species be rejoined and entitled to consideration in accordance with 37 C.F.R. §
